policy in Thailand seems to

And in Vietnam Itself: "I look! 
for a long, drawn-out struggle." 

Mansfield- said U.S. efforts at 
peace have produced "no prog- 
ress toward a just settlement 1 ' 
and the danger of expanded 
conflict has Increased in the 
past year. 

He saw a flicker of hope and a 
step In the right direction In the 
U.S. request that U.N. Secre- 
tary-General U Thant seek a 
Vietnam cease-fire. 

"In a sense, It Is a controlled, 
limited war," said the pensive, 
pipe-smoking Senate leader. 
"But It's a war which could get 
out of hand through miscalcula- 
tion or accident, . . 

"The war has escalated grad- 
ually, the dangers have '~ 
creased," Mansfield said In 
yen rend assessment of the sit- 
uation he analyzed 12 months 
ago as head of a Senate fact- 
finding team. 

In a report published last Jan. 
. the Mansfield team warned 
that (he war could engulf adja- 
cent Laos, move into Cambodia 
and erupt, too, In Thailand. 

Now! Mansfield said, the Unit- 
ed States has 35,000 to 37,000 
men in Thailand, "a very 
decided Increase over the situa- 
tion a year ago." He said Amer- 
icans are 'ferrying troops by air 
to northeast Thailand to cope 
with insurgents there. 

Mansfield said the Johnson 
administration has dealt care- 
fully ' with Cambodia "and 
seems to be aware of the fact 
that Prince Norodom Sihanouk's 
lolicy b, if at ail possible,' to 
;ccp Cambodia for the Cambo- 
dians and apart from the strug- 
gle."

The 25th Infantry Divston 
band, trombones and tubas 
catching the sunlight slashing 
down through the mango trees,

Gen. Devereux Recalls Surrender To 
Japan On Wake Island 25 Years Ago 



By JOHN WOOD FIELD 
GLYNDON, Mo. (AP) — Brig. 
Gen. James P. S. Devereux 
(USMC, ret.) leaned back In 
his chair at his Worthington 
Valley horse farm and' remem- 
bered another December in an- 
other part of the world. 

It was 25 years ago today that 
Devereux, then n major, surren- 
dered his forces to the Japanese 
on Wake Island in the Pacific — 
Just 16 days after Pearl Harbor. 

The years have not dimmed 
the memory to the slight, now 
balding man who spent nearly 
four years In Japanese prison 
camps. 

Recalling Dec. 7, 1941, Dev- 
ereux discussed how he heard of 
the attack on Pearl Harbor, 2,- 
000 miles to the cast. 

'We had a small Army com- 
munications group down there 
{at Wake) and wc got a mes- 
sage in the clear (not coded) 
from Hickam Field saying they 
were under attack. As soon as I 
heard about pear'. I ordered 
battle stations. Wc had about 
375 in the defense detachment, 
60 in the fighter squadron and 50 
Navy personnel. - 

"A little before noon on the 
7th, the Japs began an air at- 



__ rain squall. Wc had-no ra- 
dar and they really hit the air- 
field.' Fortunately, we had four 
planes up on patrol. 

"Wc had air strikes almost 
every day from the big bomb- 
ers. Then, I guess it wns about 
the 21st, wc' had a strike from 
carrier-based planes. 

"They tried to' come In nnd 
land on the 11th, but wc beat 
them-offi 



definitely spotted, so we left 
dummies -and moved the guns 
back toward the air strip. 

I left one gun In beach de- 
fense which proved very effec- 
tive when they made their land- 
ing. 

"After the landing I reported 
to Cmdr.

Any nonlawyer who has been able 
to follow the convoluted course of the 
Adam.'-Glayton Powell case — in' .which 
some 15 lawyers and 80 judges have had 
a. hand over the past few years — has 
qualified to hang out a shingle and go 
into practice himself. 

The basic facts are simple enough, The 
congressman made the mistake of say- 
ing something thatwasn!t quite true out- 
side protecting walls of Congress. He 
was charged with and duly found guilty of 
libeling a fellow citizen and damaging 
her reputation.

XARGE POTENTIAL 
Just what' creation of the Four Comers Eco- 
nomic Development Region will mean to Utah 
will depend In large measure oh the planning, 
and on future commitments of the federal gov- 
ernment and the , four states Involved— but It 
must-be-sald-Uiatthe potential for development 
is large. 

The region Itself is Jorge— but larger In the 
sense of geography than of resources which Is 
the justification for Its creation. The region 
stretches from the Utah-Wyoming border on the 
north almost to Mexico, and from the Utah- 
Nevada lino to the Kansas-Colorado border. It 
Includes all of southern and eastern Utah, plus 
Juab and Utah counties in the central part of 
the state. About two-thirds of the states of 
Colorado, New Mexico and Arizona are 
eluded. " — — 

In general the region shares the problems of 
sparse population, limited agricultural and wa- 
ter resources, and little or no Industry. It' pro- 
duces oil, gas, uranium and some other miner- 
als and has large coal reserves. Perhaps Its 
greatest resource is the same wide open space 
which today limits Its economic growth.. Asjpop- 
ulatlons mushroom on. all sides of'the'reglon, 
that open space Is destined to become moreund 
more attractive to dwellers In the crowded, 
nerve-racking, smog-plagued cities. 

Nor Is the region s attraction just vast areas 
of space— although it has plenty of that. The 
region abounds in magnificent scenery— moun- 
tains, canyons, lakes, reservoirs. There are 
more than SO national parks, monuments and 
recreation areas, plus many Indian reserva- 
tions, national forests, state parks, wildlife ref- 
uges and other points of Interest and places for 
winter and summer recreation. 

Development or the region's full potential for 
tourism Is considerably hampered by limited 
highway access and often lack of attractive 
accommodations for tourists. This likely, will 
be the primary area for development, with top 
priority probably going to a proposed 600-mile 
''Golden Circle of Parks" highway network.

Taylor said that the daily av- 
erages for wagering and attend- 
ance at the TRA member tracks 
showed a decline in 19(36.

Those two 
are expected to bear the brunt 
of- the -pressure-agaln-as-Little 
Wood Reservoir is a bit more 
inaccessible and requires more 
walking." 

The Idaho Fish and- Game 
Department has increased the 
prospects of top fishing at the 
two more popular spots.

The Modular TV System __ 
the basic system that will pro- 
vide a first step in using edu- 
cational television in the. school 
district, explained Dr. Utterback 
.Involved in tho purchase is ah 
Ampcx*VIdco Itipc machine, Ect- 
cheil Carlson Rcceivflt-juTd " 
television camera, 

Purpose of tho system, nt the 
outset, will bo to make it possi- 
ble for the teachers at Volley 
to take advantage of in-service 
and extension courses available 
on video tape. The Valley sys- 
tem Is being Installed as a com- 
patible unit with equipment In 
operation at Idaho State Univer- 
sity. 

It is proposed that during" the 
rest of this school year, the em- 
phasis on usage will be in 
acquiring and making available 
instructional materials for the 
teaching staff. A limited use or 
the equipment will be for In- 
class utilization of certain en- 
richment programs. 

Dr. Utterback stated that edu- 
cational television Is making a 
film beginning in Idaho. He not- 
ed that the .State Department 
will allow an educational station 
to be constructed at Idaho State 
University. 

This station will be dedicated 
to education and will serve the 
Valley area. Ho also empha- 
sized that the Valley school sys- 
tem is working in close coopera-

One- day In the late IBM's [ 
beard a group of elderly farm - 
era talking in the central square 
of a little town near Atlanta. 

They were talking about a 
speech they had heard on the 
previous day in Atlanta. A youni 
senator from „ the North hat. 
made his first appearance in the 
South. One old man seemed to 
turn up the general oplnon when 
he said, ' "I never thought the 
time would come when fd vote 
for a damn Yankee, but if tba :

This was several years before 
the public became aware of the 
presidential possibilities of John 
F. Kennedy. 

There have been many books 
about . President - Kennedy. They 
range In subject matter form 
FT 109, by Donovan to the big 
volumes by Schlcslnger and Sor- 
Chscn that are concerned with 
Kennedy, the Senator, States- 
man, and President. 

Pnul Fay's book is a very dif- 
ferent matter. It is an informal, 
affectionate ..record of a close 
friendship. Starting when' both 
men were in the Navy, it lasted 
to the end of the President's life. 
"Redhead" was with his friend 
through all the great moments 
of John F. Kennedy's life. 

while the author b frank about 
the personal incidents of his 
friendship with the President, 
he Is tactful in dealing with the 
President's family. 

There is one very funny story 
of Joseph Kennedy's sharply re- 
buking his family for not living 
within their incomes. 

There Is a touching chapter on 
the President's relations with his 
obstreperous young son. 

The references to Mrs. Kenne- 
dy are carefully discreet, but he 
Is positive that the Isolation of 
the presidency brought the Pres- 
ident and his wife closer togeth- 
er than they had ever been be- 
fore. 

It Is obvious that Fay and 
Robert Kennedy were not con* 
genial; but credit Is given to the 
latter'*- political acumen and dc- 
jrotlon to his older brother.

PALM CARE: The palm fam- 

ily-is-w-big-oiWj-but-wnernlfy 

speaking the care is the same 
for all of them. Paradise Palm 
(KentJa fostcrlana) it the palm 
' most often' used -for decoration 
Indoors; Dwarf, palms are a re- 
cent introduction and some even 
flower indoors, although the fo- 
IlagcJs'the main attraction. 

Green Thumb - tips for all 
palms: Keep the soil uniformly 
moistened at all times. Water 
by soaking the pot In a tub of 
water once a week or oftcner. 
Dryness is the chief enemy of 
all paims. Avoid direct sun. Fil- 
tered sunlight or reflected light 
Is good. Feed twice a year with 
a liquid plant food. 

Make sure the soil is well 
drained. A mixture of one-third 
sand, onc-thlrd peat and one- 
third loam Is Ideal. A few pieces 
- of charcoal In the bottom or the 
pot will help keep the soil fresh 
and sweet, and will Increase the 
drainage. 

You can start palms from 

seed (bounht 1 froiji nursei 

men). It takes a year for set 
to ripen and it takes up to 15 
months for, germination. 

A common complaint deals 
with' scorched leaf- tips and 
edges. .This Is due to hot dry air 
or dry soils. Wash or spray the 
foliage from' time to time to 
keep ihe leaves- clean and free 
. of dust. ~ 
- HERBS AND BUGSr Recently 
we mentioned that some gar 
deners use herbs to keep bugs 
'away from their plants. Some 
say It works and some say It's 
useless to use herbs. One or- 
ganic gardener says It. works 
only if the solPIs In good shape. 
.. -Another organic gardener, says 
he used garlic spray on cab- 
hafie to kill or repel aphids, 
but It has no vnlue. 

He says that wood ashes mix- 
ed with lime (equal amounts) 
docs a fine Job keeping insects 
away. He adds: "I do not con- 
demn Insecticides, neither do I 
use them, since I'm 100 per cent 
organic gardener." 

LIQUID MANURES: Years 
ago many a' gardener placed 
animal manures In barrels of 

rain water_and usedjhe liquid 

for feedlngjflanls. Today, with 
the horse population on the rise 
(I rend where there are more 
horses, today than during the 
horse - and - buggy days), many 
ask me If animal residues are 
safe to use. ] wouldn't go' back 
to the old idea of soaking ma- 
nure In a barrel of water. It's 
messy and you can crowjust as 
good plants using liquid plant 
foods (such as 23-19-17). 

Horse manure can be used 
the vegetable garden, asparagus 
bed and as a mulch around 
roses, evergreens and flowering 
shrubs. Do not use it for peonies, 
Iris, tulips or daffodils because 
of botrytls blight. Your chances 
for. .Introducing weed seeds Is 
greater but this Is overcome by 
the addition of organic matter 
which most of -our soils ' can 
stand more of. 

If you have access to farm- 
yard manure, use It on the 
plants mentioned, but don't pay 
fancy prices to get it. A ton of 
barnyard manure has about 
three dollars worth of plant food 
ir bought In (he form--o!--corn- 
mercial fertilizer. So the value 
Is not for the plant food, but for 
the organic matter, the back- 
bone of soils. 

WINTERING ROSES: A read- 
er who has tried no less than 10 
different ways of winterizing his 
rose*, writes: "Usually I have 
waited'until a couple good hard 
frosts' come before protecting 
rases. For the past three years 
I started something different 
and haven't lost a single rose 
bush. I hill them up about 10 
I to 12 Inches In early fall. The 
soil Is pulled up between the 
hills and then they are mulch- 
ed with chopped leaves run 
through rotary lawn mower). I 
make sure that the soil Is not 
pulled away from the roots, but 
rather it Is shoveled In from be- 
tween the plants. I used to lose 
at- least six roses each year, but 
now 1 don't lose any." 
' SHADE TREE PROBLEMS: 
Growing plants under, maples, 

and-other-Rhade-trees.ls a real 

problem. Either shade or tiny 
. fibrous roots make It Impossible 
for plants to grow well. Annuals 
and perennials have a tough 
time competing with the .roots. 
Several suggestions have come 
to me to fight the' tree roots and 
I'll pass them along. (I) Dig a 
trench two feet deep and line 
It with heavy tarpaper or roof- 
ing paper to keep out roots. 
Trench is filled with soil dug 
' , out. , 

(2) Dig a trench and build a 
concrete planter. This Is expen- 
sive and you'll need drainage 
holes' In case of heavy rains. (3) 
If you can get hold of a couple 
of gavanlzed water tanks (like 
we used to have in kitchens), 
have these cut-irt-half- wttlua 
torch, set. these In the-grouna* 
level With the surface. These 
make excellent containers which 
resist and repel tree roots. An- 
nuals growing Inside these tanks 
never see a tree root. 
- • PROTECTING PLANTS: 
Many home owners use wind. 
. breaks or screens to .protect 
their evergreens from' wind and 
sun. This Is a good Idea, espe- 
cially for plants in a windy .spot. 

Do not wrap your plants tight- 
ly, but instead leave space so 
air can get to the plant. Never 
wrap a plant with plastic cov- 
. — cring-bocauie-it- traps -heat-In- 
sldc-and is' bound' to cook (and. 
kill) your evergreens during the! 
winter months. Use burlap,! 
especially oa plants that<wera 



planted this year. They need the 
e xtra — protection— from — strong 
winds and great fluctuations in 
temperature (caused by the 
sun). 

AZALEAS: Now's a good time 
to be thinking' about moving 
your potted azalea Into a brieht 
room for winter flowering. The 
florists' potted atalea Is not a 
hardy outdoors plant and should 
have been brought . Inside. 

Grow the azalea In n bright 
window with temperature of 72 
degrees by day. and cooler at 
night. Keep the soil uniformly 
moistened and syrlnpe the- foli- 
age from, time to time. This 
favors the plant's growth and 
keeps Insects down. If leaves 
dry up it's due to dry air, dry 
soils or a lack of humus in the 
potting mixture.' 

If azaleas do not have many 
buds. It's because the plant 
was forced too fast. In other 
words it did not have the cool 
period In fall It needs prior 
being-forced Into flowering. 
i TREE TOMATO: A reader 
who's had luck raising this 
novelty indoors writes': "Our 
tree tomato has grown to 
height or 3 feet, with Just a few 
leaves at the top. I cut it back 
to the strong woody stem, about 
1 foot in heighf. In about 10 day.* 
leaves began to come out and 
the stem became green and 
healthy looking. 

So please tell your Cypho- 
mnndrn bctocea (tree tomnto) 
lovers to be harsh and stern 
with the plant and It will do 
well for them!" 

ELM- TREES AGAIN: I've 
been asked- what- the -formula- is 
for preserving elm trees, 



reader heard that turpentine 
and "something else" Injected 
Into the trunk would save the 
elm from Dutch Elm disease. 
Unfortunately, there's no such 
formula available. ' If there 
were, It'd be a simple matter 
for city planners and foresters 
to' save the elms from destruc- 
tion. 

Also, there's a story wing 
around that our elms could be 
saved If tree people would spray 
, for aphids Instead of the beetles. 
Aphids aie uf nilnor-itiiporinnee 
as compared to the several 
species of bark beetles which 
spread the disease to elms. I 
doubt If they have an effect ~ 
Dutch Elm' disease. , 

It's difficult to coiiceive that 
the experts at the U._Si Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and State 
Universities would overlook 
aphid's in this highly destructive 
disease. 

QUESTION OF THE WEEK: 
D. R. of Twin Falls: "I would 
like to know what is wrong with 
apple trees that- bear fruit 
which' ripens unevenly. Should 
something be added to the soil 
this spring?" 

You get uneven ripening often 
on earl/ varieties; that Is, var- 
ieties which jJpen-duBinB' Hie 
month of August. Early varieties 
have the characteristic of ripen- 
ing over a two or three week 
period. 

The fruits which ripen firjt 
are mature andxeady to hnrvest 
much earlier than other fruits 
on the same tree. Lata ripening 
varieties mature their fruits 
evenly, and the whole tree of 
ripe fruits can be harvested on 
a single day. . 

Too rich *a soli" or too heavy 
applications of nitrogen fertili- 
zer-will cause an apple tree to 
ripen its fruits later than trees 
where nitrogen Is not too high. 
Also, fruit 1 on such trees docs 
not devetop as much red pig- 
ment as fruits on trees with the 
proper amount of nitrogen. Ton 
much nitrogen causes the apple 
flesh to bo softer, earlier ripen- 
ing and lower In eating quality. 
If apple trees are not prop- 1 



erly sprayed, the leaves become 
infected with apple- scat) "and 
other diseases. This results in 
premature defoliation in- late 
summer and the* fruits cannnot 
riper properly. 
F.B. of Bellevuc: "I have a 
'Busy Lizzie" begonia" which . is 
starting to flower for Christmas. 
The leaves have a white coating 
on them and some have started 
to drop. What can be done. I 
wanted the plant to be showy 
for Christmas." 

. plant— you— h a ve 1 l s-^he 
Christmas begonia (called "Busy 
Lizzie") probably one of the 
showiest of all begonias. Unfor- 
tunately, It falls heir to powdery 
mildew, disease, such as yours. 
Control Is difficult once the 
disease has become established. 

Keep foliage dry and dust the' 
plant with KarnthnnrXMIldejc).. 
Grow in semi-shady window. 
In spraying, cut' plant back to 
within nit inch or two from the 
soil. New growth will form 
quickly nnd you can start 
young plants from cuttings root- 
ed in moist sand. 

F.C. of Buhl: "My bleeding 
heart died lost year and I heard 
you should cover them for 
winter. Is that true?" 

Ordinarily this fine perennial 
needs no winter protection. It 
may. have died out due to dis- 
ease or water standing. In the 
ground. Early spring is a good 
time to dig up seedlings from a 
friend's Bleeding Heart and 
start new plants. They'll grow 
in sun or -shade (semlshade). 
Dense shade produces a large 
bush without ' blossoms. While 
they'll grow " in some shade, 
they do need a certain amount 
of light for flower bud forma- 
tion. .

flight is more rapid nnd direct. 
The eyes are, jet black/ com- 
d with tho large round yel- 
"cat eyes" of the snowy owl. 
Gyrfalcons once were considered 
tho most prestigious gift one 
king could give another.

Red Chinese newsmen may be 
expelled from Moscow. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
said the ministry, in a protest 
delivered to the Chinese Embas- 
sy, reserved the right to take 
"appropriate measures be- 
cause the Chinese corrcspond- 
ents-were-sIandering-SovicL pot 
iclcs and people. 

Without specifying which 
ones, Chinese authorities have 
ordered half the six Soviet 
newsmen to leave Peking by 
Dec. 25. 

Ouster of the Russians would 
equalize the number of news- 
men the two countries have In 
eacfc other's capitals. But the 
Soviet protest said China had 
'no- grounds whatsoever" to

Increased Production Leads 
To Weaker LivestockTrends 



had been 'marketed at negative 



. CHICAGO (AP) — Increased 
production ' of both .hogs and 
slaughter. steers contributed to 
weaker price trends In the late 
months of 1966, 

After starting the year at 
more than $28 a hundredweight, 
hog . prices'- went Into' a steep 
slide In the late winter/ Although 
they: recovered- 'somewhat dm* 
ing the" summer, heavier market- 
Ings'-in early fall had driven the 
market down to about $20 a hun- 
dredweight, in. early November! 
off .about' $3 from the year's 
peak.- T- 
'Hog production In .the 10 lead- 
ing states Increased about 9 per 
centi during' the winter and 
spring- as .breeders were Influ- 
enced:: somewhat by the rela- 
tively light supplies in the clos- 
ing months -of 1905. At that time, 
best-grades brought almost $29 
a. hundredweight at their peak. 
That, was an advance of more. 
than $12 from the year's low. 



In Its outlook. for the months 
ahead, the government predict- 
ed hog slaughter will continue 7 
to 10 'per cent above d year ago 
With prices remaining under 
pressure of liberal offerings. 

Slaughter steer prices started 
the year on the steady advance 
for several weeks but they, too; 
reversed the trend sharply. 
They ' topped at $29.70 for the 
year on March 10. By the end 
of June the, market had dropped 
to $24.98,- based on weekly aver- 
ages of choice grade. The gov- 
ernment reported producers nad 
6 per cent more cattle on feed 
in the April-June quarter than 
for the comparable period a 
year ■' earlier anfl* that cattle 
slaughter for the first eight 
months of 1066 was S per cent 
larger than a year ago. 

The government also reported, 
though, that cattlemen were re- 
ducing their herds during the 
year because' many fed cattle

Farmers do not spend 
much money for maintenance 
as engineering evidence indi-

While Dropping In Midwest And East

Rib roast probably will be 
more expensive than ft was iast 
Christmas, but ham should he 
lower. There is much more pork 
this winter 'than there was a 
yenr ngo, whcn prices wcicbe- 
ginning to. soar. 
■ Lamb nnd veal remain high— 
there's Just not much around.

The legend'whlcfi now retells 
. Sadato'i iMst'.days' rtlttts a 
brave young' hean that greeted 
her classmates with Joy when 
they came to visit her In the 
hospital. She spent the time In 
between visitors making paper 
"cranes. ,"" ' """" " ".' 
It Is a Japancie folk belief 
that the crane can live for 1,000 
years; and If you fold 1,000 pa- 

Sr cranes, they will protect you 
jm Illness. Sadako had faith In 
the cranes ana she spent her last 
months trying to fold the requir- 
ed paper cranes. 

But time ran. out for this cour- 
ageous little girl and when she 
died In Octo6erC~lS557-sho had 
completed only 854. 

SadaJco's friends made the re- 
maining cranes and forming 
them Into a wreath they were 
placed at rest with her. ft could 
-"have ended there, but 
for Sadako's classmates . were 
determined to have a monument 
erected In her remembrance 
and to remind the world what an 
atomic bomb can do to the 
young. ■ - 

It was a long hard struggle to 
raise the money, for money was 
still scarce In Japan in those 
days.

Ceremony Is 
Scandinavian 

One of the most warm and 
glowing ceremonies of Christ 

is of Scandinavian origin. 

In ancient ' times, mammoth 
logs, often with roots attached, 

- we re - uted - for- the solstlce-(the 
name by which the celebration 
is known). They were blessed 
■nd burned with a prayer that 
they would forever bring light, 
warmth and comfort to them. 

The ritual seems to have been 
associated with the legendary 
Tree of" the .Universe, « "giant 
tree of Norse mythology whose 
roots united earth, heaven and 
hell. 

The custom was brought to 
England by the men of the 
North and eventually yule log 
became an emblem of Christ 
mas cheer. In olden days, the 
log was selected months ahead 
so that it would have* time to 
cure. 

The largest log available was 
used, Its size limited only by the 
measurements of the fireplace, 
It usually required the - entire 
household to drag it In.

Ever since that great leader 
brought a lighted tree Indoors 
for Ms-children', the Christmas 
tree custom has captured the 
fancy of children and adults 
throughout the world. 



Hotel Starts . 
Lighting Of 
Yule Trees 

One of the most famous hotels 
that dot the California coast line 
Is the luxurious Hotel del Coro- 
nado In California. 

Few people know" that it [s the 
birthplace .of the first electrical- 
iy-ltgnlcd living Christmas tree. 
• The event goes back to 1904, 
thc-gasllght era, when electric 
lights were ' still an oddity. It 
was during that year on Christ- 
mas Eve that colored electric 
lights were strung on an ever- 
green tree growing or the Coro- 
nado's lawn. i 

The occasion was 1 so momcn- 
, tous that none other than Thorn- 
" as Alva Edison, the father of 
the electric light, directed the 
placement and stringing of these 
first ChrIsmtaK:treeJilthts. 

Every Christntas* .-time since 
that, date, with, the exception of 
World War II years when a 
blackout was Imposed on the 
coastal region, that same every 
green Is festooned with a multi- 
tude of gny Christmas lights to 
-commemorate the-occeston; 

As a matter of fact, the light- 
ing of that particular Christmas 
■ tree has become a festive 
Christmas tradition In Southern 
California, attracting hundreds 
of people each year. 

The use of the fir tree as part 
of the tradition of Christmas 
dates ail the way. back to the 6th 
century, when Boniface, on En- 
glish missionary, Introduced the 
idea of a Christmas tree to the 
pagan Germans. 

Martin Luther is said to have 
adorned the first Christmas tree 



with lighted candles eight cen- 
turies .later and German Prince 
Albert, consort to Queen Victo- 
ria, took the idea to Great Brit- 
ain 300 years later. 

Boniface .suggested decorating 
, the fir in honor of Christ to sub- 
stitute for sacrifices to Odin's 
I sacred oak. This came 40 years 
after the Christian church adopt- 
ed Dec. 25 as the time for cele- 
brating Christmas. This date 
coincided with the Mithralc rite 
of the birth onh'c sun, and the 
Teutonic Yule-feast:

Noble History 
NotMBjr ■ 

r^llghtfuily''nwgy,yet sweet, 
the cranberry lends it Jolly,, col- 
orful note to Christmas ,VJ fre- 
quently helping to; trim theHree. 
" Yet the. berry we take so for 
granted has a noble, even a dls- 
unguisnecLhtstory. It has" con- 
sorted with governors and 
"heads of slate," as well, as the 
common, mkn, ' since America's 
early beginnings. It has even 
been served medicinally. 

The American dranberry (Vuc- 
einlum macrocarpum), was 
used by the Indians when the 
colonists settled this country. 
The Indian word for cranberry, 
Iblml, meant "bitter berry." 

The Colonists saw cranes feed- 
ing on this fruit, which grew 
near water, and they -called It 
crane-berry, which In* time -be- 
came cranberry: 

Indians made a paste out ori 
the berries and ate lt.withffiilr, 
dried meat, which ' they^nad 
pounded Into a pulp and mixed 
with hot grease, This pemmican, 
as they called it, was a highly 
concentrated food that could be 
carried for days without spoil- 1 
ing. 

Indians also used cranberries 
as a poultice for blood poisoning 
. . ..They taught the Colonists- 
eat the cranberries, and because 
they' were so colorful, house- 
wives strung -them with popcorn 
to decorate Christmas trees.

Members of the 
Moravian Church, they had fled 
persecution In the Old World and 
with them brought their beliefs 
and customs, many of which are 
still observed. 

Holiday observances center on 
the Children's Lovo Feast and 
Christmas Eve Vigil. Music 
plays an Important part in the 
services but the highlight of 
both services is the moment, 
when sacristans cntc,r the I 



church, -bearing trays of lighted 
candles for all In the congrega- 
tion. , 
'The candles.nre passcd'on to 
the worshipers and lights ore 
dimmed until the church Is 
aglow with hundreds of tiny can- 
dle lights. 

^-Xhft-makfng .and decorating of 
these candles Is another Inter- 
esting Moravian ' custom. The 
candlemakcrs wear 18th century 
costumes as they prepare the 
candles, which are made of 
beeswax and decorated with tis- 
sue In a wide variety of colors. 

Equally Important Is the putz 
or decoration of churches and 
homes during the holiday sea- 
son. Many of these displays fea- 
ture pieces that are a century 
.old and they range In size from 
I the lop of a table, to an entire 



room. The putz Is similar to the 
familiar manger-scene but is 
far more elaborate. '. 

It Is one . of the many cen- 
turlcs-old customs that make 
Christmas In Bethlehem,' Penn- 
sylvania so enjoyable for par* 
tfclpant and spectator alike. 
__Thcse customs are enjoyed by 
visitors to. Bethlehem during the 
holidays arid often are an unfor- 
gettable experience,
